LINES OF DESCENT OF MR. WHITNEY’S FAMOUS BROODMARE, 
FORGET, DAM OF BORROW

Truly a marvelous stud matron is Forgot. Quito recently her two-year-old daughter. Remembrance, 
was returned a winner and, as luck would have it. Remembrance is Forget’s only filly foal, and it must 
Is* a source of gratification to Mr. Whitney to know that Remembrance has kept up family traditions. 
Remembrance, if she in any way takes after her famous dam, is certain to gain additional honors on the 
turf and in future days to become the dam of famous turf performers. Remembrance, pleasing nomen- 
clutu.e thisv may she live long to keep alive the remembrance of Forget. 

Forget herself was one of the wear and tear sort, taking her part in no less than ninety-three races 
and winning thirty ! hree of them — fifteen on the flat, seventeen hurdle races and one steeplechase. As a 
fiat racer Forget does not apfiear to have been of anything like high class, for more than once she was 
entered to lie sold for such au iusignificaut sum as $400. Just to think what a veritable gold mine was 
being hawked about for this sum. Hylas, the first of her offspring, won close onto $19,000 in 1900. The 
following year Hylas pnt together a score of $5,000. Dreamer’s winning total, at the windup of that same 
year, was $0,375 and lMnna Ken won $25,285. In all, Forget’s produce in 1907 won $30,000 in first money 
alone. The following year saw Hylas shipped to France, but Dreamer and Delirium kept the pot boiling 
for Forget, and afterwards came Oversight, a good winner for a number of years in Englaud. and Over- 
sight was by odds the best horse ever sired by Ballyhoo Bey. as was Pinna Ken the best of the Yankees. 
In 1910 Borrow, by Hamburg, and a brother to Dreamer, won the Middle Park Plate at Newmarket aud 
continued a successful racing career abroad up uutil last year, when he was returned to this country to 
become the biggest money winner of this year with more than $20,000 opposite his name. Another of 
I’orget’s produce. Slumber II., lias already won six gtiod races this year worth $5,170. and now there is 
Iicim mbrance to keep the name and fame of the grand old mare prominently before the racegoing public. 

For some reason Mr. Whitney elected to gehl all of Forget’s male produce. The brothers. Borrow, 
Dreamer and Slumber II.. are all well-bred enough to have developed into first-class sires; in fact, the 
trinity are quite as well bred as is the Red Bank reliance, Burgomaster, and now that the Glencoe line 
hangs only by such a slender thread it would seem that undue haste was exercised in adding Forget’s sons. 
I.y Hamburg, to the list. 

Forget, if still alive, is getting well along in years and would lie twenty-two. but perhaps there mav 
lie a couple of Jersey-bred youngsters coming on to gain additional turf triumphs for the {topular Eton bine 
Jacket and brown cap. 

Mr. Whitney purchased Forget at his father's dispersal sale in 1904. cheaply enough as things turned 
cut. for $1,500. which, of course, was better than being entered to be sold for $400. but nolhing like her 
true value, and no one there seemed to appreciate tin* latent worth of Forget, which a study of her blood 
lines would indicate, aud Forget was the liest bargain in the broodmare line. Hurley Burley notwithstand- 
ing. made by Mr. Whitney at the famous sale. I nave not access to the English racing calendars, other- 
wise I si ion Id total up the entire amount won by tlie offspring of Forget— Hylas. Dreamer. Pinna Ken. 
Delirium. Oversight, Borrow. Slumber II. and Remembrance— all of them high-cinss or nigh onto high-class 
lacers. verily a splendid stud record for any one mare.

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As so frequently happens in the cases of really good producing mares, we find Fcrget to be in tail 
male of Henal descent. Pocahontas. Queen Mary. Agnes. Lily Agnes, her sister Tiger Lily. Rouge Rose, 
Anile, dam of Ajax and Alarm; Babta, Glenelg’s dam: Spinaway, by Macaroni: Doris, dam of Sunstar and 
Princess Dorrie: Xantura, Longfellow’s dam: Ilandspun; Melba, which foaled Stalwart and Perverse; 
Mtori, dam of Etheila*rt, and Jersey Lightning, dam of Regret, and this year’s Futurity winner. Thun- 
derer, are a few more of tlie Herod persuasion which come readily to mind. and. sliould Mr. Whitney, by 
-ome lucky chance, manage to stumble across this article, it may do something towards enlightening him 
to the debt lie owes for his turf success to the house of Herod. 

Exile, sire of Forget, was imported Mortemer’s best American-bred son. Mortemer was a champion, 
both as a race horn* and a sire, aud Mas said, by such a recognized authority as Admiral Rous to 
l»e. when he won tin* Ascot Gold Cup. seven pounds the best horse then racing in England. Mortemcr’s 
daughters, such ns Melba. Castalia. Brookdalc Nymph’s darn: Soncy Lass, dam of Souffle; Saluda, dam of 
Slliola, winner of the fine Thousand: Vova. Delhi's dam: Wanda, a grand race mare and dam of Crania 
and ancestress of Mr. H. B. Dtiryea’s Derby winner. Durbar II.: The Sweeper, Winter and Maurine were all 



of them quite of the first class, in fact, I have always regarded a dash of the Mortemer strain as most 
desirable. 



Exile was out of Stockwell’s daughter, imported Seccud Hand, and comes of the staying line No. 19 
and introduces to the pedigree valuable crosses of Touchstone and Whisker; in fact. Exile is built up on 
the stoutest lines imaginable. 

Forester, sin* of Forget’s dam. Forever, himself a most capable race horse, was by imported Tlie 111 
Used, from Woodbine, by Keutucky. whose Boston strain alone introduces the obscure blood into Forget’s 
iMHiigree. But Kentucky comes of probaidj- the nest “American” family in the Book, so that not much 
danger can Ik* looked for from this source. 

Next in line comts Fidele, by that wonderfully prepotent sire. Alarm, whose blood figures so promi- 
nently in the makeup cf many of our most esteemed race horses, stallions and broodmares of the present 
day. Following the Alarm cross comes that of imported Leamington, whooc daughter. Lady Scarborough, 
if. the third dam of Forget, and Lady Scarborough is out of Lady Lumley. by Rataplan, ancestress also of 
Mr. George Long's second Kentucky Derby winner. Sir Huon. Indeed, the pedigree of Forget is of ex- 
ceeding merit, yet she was entered to lie sold for a paltry $400. and right here is M*here a knowledgeable 
understanding of the blood lines Mould have stood a prospect ive buyer on the lookout for bargains in tlie 
broodmare line in good stead. Many race course bargains could bo picked up this way. but our trainers 
and owners here in the United States are apparently solely concerned with the race course, if I may so 
term it. value of their holdings, having but sketchy knowledge of tlie genealogy of the animals they are 
UHist thrown in contact with. 

Perhaps the pedigree of Forget discloses a certain deficiency in Matchem blood. This, however, is 
well supplied in the ease of Borrow by Hamburg, whose dam. Lady Reel, is by the Australian horse. Fel- 
loworaft. and Ballyhoo Bey. sire of Oversight, is by Kingston, grandson of Australian. On the other hand. 
Dinna Ken is by the Herod-Eclipse horse. Yankee, aud though Dinna Ken Mas returned a good winner in 
his second year, he did not show anything like some of the others of Forget’s produce. 

Stallions of the Glencoe persuasion, Mortemer, liis son Exile, Diomed and all his tribe. Sir Modred, St. 
George. Woodlands, etc were of Herod descent, and Longfellow, Leamington. Eclipse, Bonnie Scotland and 
Adam were all of them out of Herod mares. Is it not high time breeders awoke to tlie excellence of the 
Herod line and purchased abroad, especially in France, stallions of Herod descent. France is strong, 
strongest of anv country, in Herod blood. The Flying Dutchman line still flourishes in La Belle France! 
as d«H*s the house of Gladiator and that of Atlantic, from which comes Roi Herode. sire of The Tetrareli* 
and strange as it may appear, there are no stallions tracing in the male line to any of these three truly 
qreat stallions standing for service in the United States.

OBSTACLES TO IMPORTING 



DIFFICULTIES AMERICAN BUYERS MUST SUR- 
MOUNT TO BUY ENGLISH BROODMARES. 



Noted English Commission Agent Details Regulation* 
Affecting Transfer of Ownership Unsuspected 
by Would-Be Purchasers. 



We are now at a eriteal stage in the evolution of 
the British thoroughbred, for it is almost certain 
that our home stock will hi* decimated, or more than 
decimated, by American and Colonial buyers if no 
further step is taken, and that quickly, lo reassure 
breeders and owners as lo the continuance of rac- 
ing. The sole obstacle that stands in the way of a 
wholesale sweep of our liest broodmares; into Ameri- 
can studs is tlie intricate mass of permits and cer- 
tificates which have to be obtained before the ex- 
portation can take place. One such paper, for ex- 
ample. is to the effeet that the animal for six 
months liefore its intended departure has been at a 
place where there has been no infectious ailment. 
This has to lie sworn to liefore a magistrate, and, 
in effect, it renders unsalable for exportation to 
America anv mare which has been excised to danger 
of pneumonia or other infection during the past 
summer — unless, indeed, sue is kept for tlie requisite 
period of quanintiii'* in England. Such precautions 
are, to my mind, far too stringent; and tin* other 
necessary certificate as to the animal's well-being 
for s ix weeks liefore shipment might reasonably 
suffice; but even that is not always easy to obtain, 
as, for instance, when mares are bought by auction 
and the vemlors are, perhniix. in Ireland.* perhaps 
at the front and quite inaccessible. Even when 
they can In* found they are apt to resent being 
called upon to go through the m*eessary formality 
before a magistrate. I had experience of a case 
the other day, when a breeder who had sold a year- 
ling at the Newmarket sales to an American buyer, 
refused pointblank to execute the essential «iocu- 
ment, and indignantly protested that he had never 
been asked to do such a thing liefore. He most cer- 
tainly would not do it now nor allow auv servant 
of his to do it for him. It will bo seen, therefore 
that the export of bloodstock to America is not so 
simple as the casual American purchaser may im- 
agine. and though it may benefit me in a commer- 
cial sense to expedite sales to America. I am none 
the '.ess glad that so many difficulties should be in- 
teunosed and the immineut danger of a panic clear- 
out of our broodmares may lie to a certain extent 
averted. 

There has lieen a lot of pneumonia about this 
year and, short of committing perjury, no owner 
can sell for exportation to America a mare that 
has lieen exposed to infection during the past six 
months. This seeins to limit the sale area consid- 
erably, though when the December sales conic on it 
may lie that the six months' dean bill of health 
can be shown where it could not lie now. Let no 
one think that I am making any invidious distinc- 
tions in this matter, for personally I think the regu- 
lation ridiculous, and I sincerely syiu|iathiz.> with 
any stud master who has had the pneumonia iieud 
to battle with. It would, of course, be uTong to 
export a mare from the area of such infection w-hile 
the trouble is still on, but when it has passed 
away there is no sort of reason to wait for six 
months in a quarantine stage. 

The disease may. and probably will, recur the 
following year if there hits not been adequate dis- 
infection and this happens regularly in the Ar- 
gentine studs and stables— or did so until quite re- 
cently— but Mhen the attack of one year is spent 
and passed away no oue need fear the* mares which 
have been exposed to but not suffered from it. Bo 
that as it may. and notwithstanding personal con- 
siderations. I am in my heart glad that so many 
difficulties are being thrown in the wav of the ex- 
jHirt of our stock. Those M ho enter mares for sale 
in December will do well to consider these difficul- 
ties. for if they cannot swear to a clean bill of 
health at home for six months they are really barred 
from the American market, though. 1 suppose, buy- 
ers there, as things are now. would have to pay 
whether they could get the nscessary export papers 
or not. There is no warranty, express or implied, 
in Messrs. Tattersall’s stile conditions that the lots 
disposed of in the ring are eligible for export under 
the conditions of other conntries, which conditions 
are being continually varied, some needing the Mul- 
lein test, some barring animals from an infected 
eomity. which is absolutely absurd for one side of 
Newmarket High street is in a different oouutv 
from the other. The multiplicity of conditions is 
such that there is reasonable hone the export of 
bloodstock in December Mill not lie of such a dis- 
astrous character as might be feared, but what are 
our unfortuuate breeders to do if they find them- 
selves unable to afford to earry on. and yet unable 
to sell? — W. B. Allison i n London Sportsman. 



THE CAULFIELD GUINEAS VICTOR. 



I’atrobas’ C’aitlfield Guineas was a triumph for 
Carbine blood, both the first and seeond. 1’aL’obas 
ami Rossanna. being by Wallace, one of the great- 
est Australian-bred sons of the rare old sire of 
Spearmint. flight odds were laid on Patrobas, 
which he justified by lieating Rossanna by a length. 
The winner belongs to a lady. Mrs. E. A. Widdes. 
He earned a fourteen-pound penalty in the Caulfield 
Cup, in which he was at the bottom of the handi- 
cap. one of a larger number handicapped with 
only 91 pounds. He is also in the Melbourne Cup 
M-ith 91 pounds, but for that race, whieh is run on 
November 2. he apparently escapes a penalty — 
l»eualties being only for handicaps, or for winners 
of the Australian Jockey Club or Victoria Rating 
Club Derliys. As a stallion Wallace, tlie sire of 
Patrobas. has done great things, and at tin* close 
of the Australian racing year at the eml of Julv he 
stood sixth on the list of Minuiug sires. The two 
Bill of Portland horses. Maltster and Kohadil. were 
first ami second, with lNisitano (by Bill of Port- 
land’s sire. St. Simon) third. Wallace has sired 
many big winners in Australia, inclusive of Trafal- 
gar (twice winner of the Victorian. New Zealand 
and Tasmanian Champiou Stakes) and of Emir, 
which likewise won that event. Kingslntrgh, the 
winner of last year's Meiliotirne Cup. is also l>v* 
Wallace, which has sired five Victoria Racing Club 
Derby winners in F. J. A.. Lady Wallace. Mountain 
King. Wilari ami Wolawa. four winners of the 
Oaks and five winners of the St. Leger. His previ- 
ous winners of the Canhield Guineas were Kinglike 
and I^idv Wallace, aud Mountain King won the 
Australian Jockey Club Derbv for him. A big race 
he has yet to furnish the winner of is the Caulfield 
Cup.

RACING IN THE YEAR OF WATERLOO. 

D .•* i'lVtfkliim to tali*, up a musty Volume «*f 
nr* lijuttiu ('ale mlar” of a hundred years age.

The 
aunual official record of the fifty-fifth year of 
(•eorge in. was of moderate dimensions in compari- 
son with those of norma! times in recent years. 
In other respects. t«*o. there is the world of dif- 
ference. but there is at least oue point in common 
— the familiar name Weatberby appears on the title 
°f the volume of 1815 ju-t as it d«es n«»\v- 

^^Lvidently tl»e Chancellor of the iteriod had. like 
Mr. McKenna. lieeu searching for new sources of 
revenue, as we read in the preface that "on ac- 
«'OUiit of tin* additional Stamp Duty, which t«sik 
place on tin* first of Septemlier. IMS. the subscrip- 
tion to the ‘Kaeiug Calendar’ will in future lie 
i\venty-six shillings |»er annum; the first year's 
subscription to lie paid in advance.” It may Ik* 
added that among places at which the l»ook could 
1** obtained were “Mr. Bart ride. stable-keeper. Hath, 
and tin* Cnffw Kooui. Newmarket." Another in- 
teresting item is a notice to the following effect: 
‘In consequence of the many fatal accidents which 
have happened by horses running toil near the posts, 
the stewards at Newmarket races have caused 
i he large and fixed twists on the lleath to lie sur- 
rounded with turf banks, about five feet at the 
base, and sloping to the |iost at the height of about 
four feet: and in other parts of the course, par- 
ticularly where there are turns, they have adopted 
the ruse of slender |H»sts that will break on any 
strong pressure.” 

One runs across some queer places devoted to the 
s|Kirt of kings in tin- course of a glance through 
the index. Among those were Bodmin. Exeter, 
Blandford. Barnet— in these days content with a fair 
-Basingstoke. Canterbury. Grimsby, Bridgwater, 
Kgliain. Guildford and Holywell. Of course. Ascot. 
< etodwood, Iewes. 1 tom-aster. Warwick, Lincoln and 
other places in which racing still go'*s on when the 
government jN-rmit held their meeting in the early 
part of last century, but it will come as a sur- 
prise to some f«*lks wjio regard Newbury as a mod- 
ern center to learn that the sport nourished like 
the green hay free in tiie days of tlieir fathers’ 
grandfathers. 

f’ertaiti of the rules, too. make queer reading now. 
For instance, we are told that "a Whim l’late 
is weight for age ami weight for Inches.” Again, 
"<iive-and-Take Elates are fowtecn hands, to carry 
a stated weight, all almve. or under, to carry extra, 
or lie allowed, tin* proportion of seven pounds for an 
inch.” This may In* a tritie liey**nd one’s philoso- 
phy. but there is no occasion to quarrel w'ith the 
decision that "the horse that has liis head in 
front at the Eiidiug I’«*st first wins the race.” That 
M*eins reasonable enough. 

The hacker was left in no doubt as to hour lie 
stood, the rules on lotting being delightfully ex- 
plicit. Tims, "the person who lays the <*dds lias a 
right to choose bis horse, or the field.” And again, 
"When a person lias chosen his horse, tin* field is 
what starts against him, but there is mi field with- 
out one starts with him.” Then, what could Ik* 
clearer than this as an •’example"?: "1 l*et that 

Mr. Robiiisou's lil. h. Sampson Absolutely wins the 
King's Plate at Newmarket next meeting: the liet 
is l<»st though be does not start, and won though 
he goes over the course himself.” Oue, however, 
j Kinders over the following: "Bets made in jKmmls 

arc paid in guineas.” 

The sporting writer of a century ago. one cannot 
help reverting, was at a considerable disadvantage, 
in one respect at least, with the scribe of the pres- 
ent day. The former could not introduce tlie new 
season by trotting out that hardy annual. "The 
saddling bell on the Carholnic." for the very suffi- 
cient reason that the Lincoln meeting was not as- 
sociated with the <qw*ning of the racing year. That 
honor iu 1815 fell ujkui t’atterfek Bridge, which set 
tin* ball rolling on the Last Wednesday in March. 
As a matter of fact. Lincoln had to wait until the 
autumn for its one day’s racing. 

The Cut t< rick Bridge in«*ettng, which lasted 
two days, was the only one of the o;iening week, 
while in that which followed, Middleliam — which in 
these days is chiefly not<*d as a training center — had 
the field to itself. Then came the first of tlie New- 
market functions, with its Craven Stakes, an event 
which is still derided. 

Racing appeared to lx* conducted on something 
like the war time methods of the past couple of 
years a hundred years hack, as after Newmarket 
had ruu its five-day course there was only one 
meeting, at Bur ham, during the next ten days, 
following which we come to tlie First Spring meet- 
ing at headquarters, tlie program for which was 
largely made up of matches, though, of course, 
tln-re was also the Two Thousand Guineas. In con- 
i^ecikm with this race, which was won by a colt 
gained Tigris, we read that so mid so "also ran. 
out tlie judge <KHild place only the first two.” The 
wliys and wherefores an- not stated. 

Tlie Epsom return — there was only one meeting 
at the period — makes a iH*ouliar comparison with 
those in more recent volumes. The only race of 
ilie first day was tlie Woodcote Stakes, for which 
there were six starters, and which was won by 
a filly liearing the name of Rivulet. The betting, 
by tiie way. reads: "Even betting and It to 5 

Rivulet.” On the Thursday tin- card was confined 
t<# the Derby, which was won by a famous colt 
iu Whisker. Again 11 k* judge had to express liis 
inability to do more than pla«*e the first two. On 
tlie Friday matters brightened, there being, in ad- 
dition to the Oaks, three minor races. 

Ascot was also an unpretentious affair in those 
days, relatively shaking, tin tlie first day there 
were but four races, on the second there were five, 
and on the third three, including tin* Gold Cup, 
then, as now. run over two miles ami a half. This 
was won by the Duke of York’s Aladd*n. which 
must have been a versatile sort, seeing that on tiie 
following day he won tlie six furlongs Woking- 
ham Stakes, on which occasion lie carried 128 
pounds. the lMttom weight lieing eighty -three 
pounds. The Royal meeting did not monopolize the 
Hill at that time, as Beverley clashed with it on 

^lSiit for the fact that It hapiiened to take place 
on a Sunday, there- would probably have been 
lacing oil the day of tbu. battle of Waterloo. On 
tin* Tuesdav foMiwing a start was nude with the 
Hampton Meelirfg. and it is interesting to note the 
names of Mylesev*u»~ud Twickenham among the titles 
of tile races. There were only four events, run 
in heats, during the three days of the meeting, so 
that those present were not surfeited with their 
favorite sport. 

One gets occasional reminders of tlie troublous 
times of • that particular period of the century. 
For example, at* Salisbury, one of the races was won 
l.v a wit named WelWley. the runner up iu the 
same event being an animal known as Wellington, 
while in another race at the same meeting, the 
Yeomanry Cun, it was only in accordance with the 
fitness of things that Waterloo should defeat all 
comers. 

Goodwood was held in late July, as is th* case 
in these days, but whether it was then dignified 
with the prefix "Glorious” oue is unable to say. 
There was certainly nothing strikingly glorious 
about the program for the fixture, which was con- 
fined to two days. «hi the first day there were 
but two events, but on the final afternoon— or moro- 
«ntr. it may have bceu — the menu contaiu<*d five

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

There lias been a great increase in recruiting 
throughout England during the last week. The 
Manchester Guardian says recruiting is now going 
ou at a higher rate than any reached since the early 
months of the war. King George’s proclamation 
and the execution of Miss Edith Cavell in Belgium 
having been cause of bringing many into the ranks. 
Manchester and Birmingham are included among 
the (-enters showing the best results. One of the 
chief obstacles confronting the authorities is the 
attitude of many employers, who. instead of urging 
tlieir men to join the colors, are not only refusing 
to grant them allowances, as was done in the earlier 
stages of the war, but will not guarantee that em- 
ployes who enlist shall be reinstated in their posi- 
tions on their return. Arthur Henderson, president 
of the hoard of education, has addressed a circular 
ap|»eail to teachers throughout the country urging 
all those who can to enlist. 

The London llailv Express says that the treasury is 
considering the advisability of a forced loan with the 
object of curbing private ex]»euditure and conserv- 
ing the national resources for the purposes of war. 

Mr. Montague” (financial secretary to the treas- 
ure ». savs the Express, stated a few days ago in 
the house of common* that every citizen ought to In* 
prepared to put half his annual income at th** dis- 
l*.sal of the uatiou. Wo are able to state that tiu* 
treasury is considering the advisability of acting in 
accordance with this warning, and if the natbm 
will not save voluntarily it will be made to do so. 
Not half, but a third, of every man’s present in- 
come will be comma udeered. Part will be taken as 
a tax. while for the remainder an equivalent in 
interest-bearing paper will be issued.” 

Agents of the Russian government are seeking 
to establish a credit loan in this country, some- 
what similar to the recent $500,000,000 Anglo- 
French credit loan— although no bond issue is eon- 
teui plated — of from $ 50 , 000,000 to $100,000,000 and 
more, if it can be obtained. Details of the pro- 
posed loan were lacking iu New York, but in one 



quarter it was rented that the Russian govern- 
ment was willing to pay as high as nine per cent 
interest for a loan of this size. This report added 
that the loan probably would la* for eighteen months, 
and would lie in the neiglilsirhuod of $00.tt0(l.(Mjt). 
The sum said to be sought by Russia would lie 
spent entirely in this country in the payment for 
supplies shipped to Russia by American exporters. 

Tiie Saloniki correspondent of the Paris Petit 
Journal says Roumania lias mobilized 450.000 men. 
2dO,()T4> on the Bulgarian frontier and tlie rest on 
the Hungarian frontier.
